Washington. Sept. 24. - Villa has 
telegraphed (Jen. Carranza disavow- 
Iiik the latter an first chief of the 
Constitutionalist army in charge of 
the executive power in Mexico. This 
was announced In a telegram from 
<ien. Carranaa to the Constitution- 
alist agency here. 

Cen. Villa at the name time an- 
nounced that neither he nor his del- 
egates would participate in the na- 
tional convention called for October 
1 at Mexico City to designate ;i Pro- 
visional President. 

The exchange of telegrams re- 
sulted from Gen. Carrauaa's order 
to suspend railroad communication 
lietweeu Aguascalientes and Torreon 
until he could learn whether or not 
(Jen. Ouregon, commander of the Di- 
vision of the Northeast, was held 
under arrest by Villa.

Kl I'aso. Texas, Sept. 24. Gen- 
eral Francisco Villa, dominant lead- 
er In Northern Mexico, denounced 
the Central Government headed by 
Venustiano Carrunr.a and announced 
ills independence In a statement. , 

This placed the State of Chlhuu- 
hun in open revolt against the party 
in power at Mexico City as well as 
Souora. Xncutocas and a part of 
west, where Oovernor Maytorena 
previously has proclaimed his Inde- 
pendence of the Constitutionalist 
party as represented by Carranaa. 

Villa's statement, in which he as- 
serted that besides Chihuahua and 
Sonora that Zacatecas and a part of 
Coahuila Carrania's native State, 
had joined the uprising, was receiv- 
ed here, as follows: 

-In view of the attitude of Ven- 
ustiano Carranza, which has been the 
cause of great Injuries to our conn- 
try and since, 1%- could never govern 
a republic nor make* happy a coun- 
try which aspires to a real democra- 
cy, a country which wants to have a 
government emanating from the 
people subject to an Interpretation 
of the national feelings, we have 
been obliged to renounce him as 
commander in chief of the Constitu- 
tionalist army in charge of the exec 
utive power and we have declared 
hostilities, being disposed to tight 
until the last, until he is forced to 
abandon his power and place the 
same In the hands of the real rep- 
resentatives of the people who are 
disposed t<* remedy all evils of the 
republic and to direct It through the 
proper road of progress and well be- 
ing. 

We are not in favor of personal- 
Ism, but we are defenders of princi- 
ples and consequently we will not 
tight against any other of the chiefs 
who have contributed to the down- 
fall of the usurper lluerla, our diffi- 
culties being against the person of 
Venustiano Carraiua. The States of 
acateca* and a part of Con- 
have seconded up to the pres- 
ent our attitude and shortly we will 
li>- joined by adherents from other 
localities.

It was officially stated at the 
White House that the latest troubles 
between Cen. Carranza and Gen Vil- 
la would not niter the plans of the 
I'nited States as to wlhdrawlng 
troops from Vera Cruz or the status 
of the embargo on arms. No date 
had been fixed for moving the troops. 

President Wilson is understood to 
take the position that Carranza and 
VIMa must settle their differences 
without Interference from the Unit- 
ed State* and that the presence of 
Ainericau troops at Vera Cruz would 
no: solve the difficulty. 

According to official information 
in re, Mil., is willing to have Carran- 
>.u l.ecome provisional President or 
resigr. now and run for the presl- 
d"uey later. They have been inforin- 
i fd that Villa objects to Carranza do- 
ing both. 

As outlined in otllclal circles to- 
day. President Wilson will continue 
to pursue l watchful waiting policy 
and allow the Mexicans to work out 
their own destiny, providing that 
rtgbta of foreigners are not trans- 
gressed.

Washington, Sept 26. — Following 
the decision of the Administration 
to indefinitely postpone the evacua- 
tion of Vera Cruz, the Khode Island. 
.MInnesotu and one other battleship 
have received orders to sail for Vera 
Cruz at once. This is In addition to 
the battleship Texas, which sailed 
for Vera Cruz to-day. 

The entire burden of protecting 
foreigners of all countries during 
the new revolution in Mexico will 
devolve on the I'nited States as a re- 
sult of the Kuropean war. It Is un- 
derstood that Great llrltalu. Get- 
many and France already have re- 
quested this Government to protect 
their citiaens in Mexico as far as 
possible. The assumption of this 
task means that, within a short time, 
the naval forces of the. t'nlted States 
in Mexico Will be Increased to the 
strength maintained qt the occupa- 
tion of Vera Cruz.

T^P kg* ill which we live llUS wit- 
nessed iiinn.v \v()ii(l''ts. nn<l not the 
least of tbCM was the ilMOTVVy of 
gasoline, which made pOSStalg the 
.•.m.iuost of the air and tho Inven- 
tion of the automobile. The fluid 
plays an Important part in war na 
well as «n peace, for It is the motive 
power of submarines and air craft, 
as well SI motar ears. boats, 
launohes and machinery of hundreds 
of other varieties. 

Half a century ago gasoline was 
considered ;i waste product of Detro- 
it um. and was thrown away Then 
it was sold in small quantities to he 
n~. il U a cleaning fluid. 

A Frenchman, a German and an 
\nierican share in the glory of the, 
introduction of that fluid which has 
made this the gasoline era. and the 
Frenchman has the priority. 

It was forty-six years ago. Sep- 
IMSber 2. IS6S, that the Frenchman, 
l'ierre .loseph Raval. hied in the 
,,i .."i. i of the l-'rench imperial 
government a description of a steam 
generator heated by petroleum oils. 
Its purpose was to provide steam lo- 
comotion on public highways and In 
the development of this project M. 
Kavnl fitted his engine, of three- 
lior-e power, to a carriage. Raval 
was on the heels of the great dis- 
covery, but the Franco-Prussian war 
broke out, and he was forced to go 
to the front. After the conclusion 
of that struggle, however. Raval con- 
tinued his experiment and helped to 
usher in the horseless age by con- 
structing a car in which petroleum 
oil was used for the direct genera- 
tion of power. 

In 1876 a Herman engineer. Lenta, 
began working on the problem of 
the utilization of gasoline and other 
• waste" products of petroleum. 
This worthless mixture was called 
massout and was produced in large 
quantities by the Russian oil" refin- 
eries at ltaku. Lent* Invented the 
massout burner, and massout was 
soon adopted as the ruel for nearly 
all the steamships on the Caspian 
and adjacent waters. Many years 
Inter the Kaiser's government made 
use of Lentz's burner In its naval 
vessels with great success. 

It remained for George B. Shel- 
den. of Rochester. N. Y.. to solve the 
problem of the successful use of 
gusoline in connection with automo- 
biles. Herman Inventors who were 
working on the same problem used 
kerosene, considering kasollne too. 
dangerous, but Seidell proved they 
were mistaken. The proof of the 
correctness of his theory Is to be 
found to-day in the millions of 
vehicles now speeding over the land 
and on water and through the air. 

(iBsoltue production umouuts to 
about X per cent, of the crude pe- 
troleum production. The I'nited 
Statea is far In the lead in its gaso- 
line output, with Russia a distant 
second. Other countries which pro- 
duce gasoline in considerable quan- 



tities include Mexico, Roumanla

India, Japan. Pern, Cermanv and 
Canada.

"Hrad" 
is an exact equivalent, as in Iliograd 
(llelgrade). The Russian peasant 
speaks of his capital as "Tsarlgrad." 
the Czar's strong town. 

Peter the Hreat, who founded the 
Muscovite capital long after New 
York was a lively town, spoke Her- 
man and welcomed Hermans to his 
lands Their descendants are nu- 
merous about the capital. Such 
places as Kronstadt have Herman 
names that will have to be dealt 
with. St. Petersburg has long been 
the only great capital to bear a 
foreign MUM with its own people 

Germany is strict about using a 
German name win-never possible. 
"Luttleh" for I. lege and "Lowell" 
for Louvaiu are becoming almost as 
futniliur as "Lothrlngen" for Lor- 
raine. In Berlin the custom ex- 
tends to the most ordinary words.
